Israeli attack adds to rising 
civilian deaths in territory 

GAZA CITY, GAZA I Israeli mortar shells explod- 
ed Tuesday near a U.N. school in Gaza shelter- 
ing hundreds of people displaced by Israel’s 
onslaught against Hamas militants, killing 
at least 30 Palestinians, tearing bodies apart 
and staining streets with blood. 

Israel’s military said its shelling was a 

response to mortar fire 

from within the school, 
pressing its assertion 
that Hamas militants 
are using civilians as 
cover. Two residents of 
the area who spoke by 
telephone said they saw a 
handful of militants fir- 
ing mortar shells from a 
street near the school. 

The carnage added 
to a surging civilian toll 

that has drawn increas- 

ingly urgent calls for a halt to Israel’s offen- 
sive against Hamas. 

The violence that engulfed the U.N. girls 
school in the crowded Jebaliya refugee camp in 
northern Gaza was the deadliest single episode 
since Israel sent ground forces into Gaza on 
Saturday. The U.N. agency that runs the school 
along with other programs for Palestinian 
refugees said two other U.N. schools in Gaza 
had been struck by Israeli fire since Monday 
night and demanded an investigation, (ap)

CNN Star 
Could Land 
Obama Job 

Correspondent Gupta 
is being eonsidered for 
next surgeon general 

WASHINGTON I President-elect 
Barack Obama has approached 
CNN’s chief medical correspon- 
dent, Sanjay Gupta, to be the coun- 
try’s next surgeon general, the cable 
network said Tuesday. 

CNN said it has kept Gupta from 
reporting on health care policy 
and other mat- 
ters involving the 
incoming Obama 
administration 
since learning he 
was under consid- 
eration. 

Two Demo- 
crats with knowl- 
edge of the discussions over the sur- 
geon general spot said Gupta was 
under consideration but cautioned 
there was not yet a final decision. 

Gupta is a neurosurgeon and is 
on the faculty at Emory University 
School of Medicine in Atlanta. Dur- 
ing the Clinton administration, he 
was a White House fellow and spe- 
cial adviser to then-first lady Hil- 
lary Rodham Clinton. 

The surgeon general typically 
isn’t heavily involved in shaping 
an administration’s policy, but the 
position can be a very effective bully 
pulpit for health issues, (ap)

Burris Gets Cold Shoulder at Capitol 



But key Democrat says 
Blagojevich appointee 
has right to be seated 

WAS H I N GTO N I Roland Burris failed 
to capture President-elect Barack 
Obama’s old Senate seat Tuesday 
in a wild piece of political theater, 
but the Democrats’ opposition 
cracked when a key chairwoman 
said seating him was simply the 
legal thing to do. 

California Sen. Dianne Feinstein 
rejected the reasoning that all of 
the chamber’s Democrats, herself 
included, had cited in a letter last 
week — that corruption charges 
against Burris’ patron, Illinois 
Gov. Rod Blagojevich, tainted his 
appointment. 

“Does the governor have the 
power, under law, to make the 
appointment? And the answer is 
yes,” said Feinstein, chairwoman of 
the Senate Rules Committee, which 
judges the credentials of senators. 

Burris marched into the Capitol 
earlier Tuesday, declaring himself 


“the junior senator from the state of 
Illinois.” But Secretary of the Sen- 
ate Nancy Erickson rejected his 
certification, as he knew she would, 
saying it lacked Illinois Secretary of 
State Jesse White’s signature and 
the state seal. 

Late Tuesday, Feinstein urged 


the Senate to settle the matter. 

“If you don’t seat Mr. Burris, 
it has ramifications for guber- 
natorial appointments all over 
America,” she said. “Mr. Burris is 
a senior, experienced politician. 
He has been attorney general, he 
has been controller, and he is very 


well-respected. I am hopeful that 
this will be settled.” 

A spokesman for Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev., did not 
immediately respond to a request 
for comment. 

Burris was expected to meet 
with Reid on Wednesday, (ap)

New Congress Is Sworn In 


Party leaders pledge 
eooperation as fresh 
faces arrive in Capitol 

WASHINGTON | The Capitol rang 
loud with vows to fix the crisis-rid- 
den economy Tuesday as Congress 
opened for business at the dawn of 
a new Democratic era. “We need 
action and we need action now,” said 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi. 

Republicans agreed and pledged 
cooperation in Congress and with 
President-elect Barack Obama — 
to a point. 

On a day largely devoted to 


ceremony, new members of Con- 
gress and those newly re-elected 
swore to defend the Constitution. 
The Senate galleries were crowd- 
ed; children and grandchildren of 
lawmakers squirmed in their seats 
in the House chamber as the win- 
ners in last fall’s elections claimed 
their prizes. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, a veteran of numerous battles 
with President Bush, made plain 
how glad he was the old adminis- 
tration was winding down. 

“We are ready to answer the call 
of the American people by putting 
the past eight years behind us and 


delivering the change that our coun- 
try desperately needs,” he said on 
the Senate floor. 

At the same time, in comments 
directed at Republicans, he said, 
“we are in this together” when it 
comes to the economy, the wars in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, health care 
and the country’s energy needs. 

House Republican leader John 
Boehner of Ohio handed the speak- 
er’s gavel to Pelosi in a traditional 
unity tableau. He, too, pledged 
cooperation and then said, “Ameri- 
ca’s potential is unlimited. But gov- 
ernment’s potential is not. We must

Coleman Sues Over Minn. Recount 


Republican says he 
wants to make sure 
every vote was counted 

ST. PAUL, MINN. I Republican Norm 
Coleman said Tuesday he is suing to 
challenge Democrat A1 Franken’s 
apparent recount victory in Minne- 
sota’s U.S. Senate race, delaying a 
resolution of the contest for weeks 
or months. 

At a Capitol news conference 


filled with cheer- 
ing supporters, 
Coleman said 
he won’t accept 
a state board’s 
determination 
on Monday that 
Franken won 225 
more votes in the 
November election. 

“We are filing this contest to 
make absolutely sure every valid 
vote was counted and no one’s was 


counted more than anyone else’s,” 
Coleman said. 

Coleman, whose Senate term 
expired Saturday, led Franken by 
215 votes in the Nov. 4 count, but 
that advantage flipped during a pro- 
longed recount. Coleman’s lawyers 
say recount inconsistencies and elec- 
tion irregularities should be reviewed 
by a special three-judge panel. 

The lawsuit doesn’t spell out 
how many votes Coleman hopes 
to gain.

Unemployment Systems Feel Strain 


Crush of applicants 
overwhelms eomputers 
in at least three states 

A L B A N Y, N .Y. I Electronic unemploy- 
ment filing systems have crashed in 
at least three states in recent days 
amid an unprecedented crush of 
thousands of newly jobless Amer- 
icans seeking benefits, and other 
states were adjusting their systems 
to avoid being next. 

About 4.5 million Americans 
are collecting jobless benefits, a 
26-year high, so the Web sites and 
phone systems now commonly used

to file for benefits are being tested 
like never before. 

Even those that are holding up 
under the strain are in many cases 
leaving filers on the line for hours, 
or kissing them off with an “all cir- 
cuits are busy” message. 

Systems in New York, North 
Carolina and Ohio were shut down 
completely by technical glitches and 
heavy volume, and labor officials in 
several other states are reporting 
higher-than-normal use. 

“Regardless of when you call, 
be prepared to wait and just hang 
on. Try not to get frustrated,” said 
Howard Cosgrove, a spokesman 


for the Wisconsin Department of 
Workforce Development. “We sym- 
pathize; we’re on their side. We’re 
doing our best to help them out.” 

Unemployment agencies from 
Kentucky to Alaska also are report- 
ing long hold times for callers and 
slowdowns for those filing online 
because of higher volume. Several 
states have added staff to their call 
centers to handle the surge, includ- 
ing Oklahoma and Washington. 

The nation’s unemployment rate 
in November zoomed to 6.7 per- 
cent, a 15-year high. Economists 
predict it will rise to 7 percent for 
December, with another 500,000 
jobs probably cut last month. The 
government releases its month- 
ly employment report on Friday.

French synagogue is 
attacked; officials fear 
Gaza violence spillover 

PARIS I Government officials and 
Jewish leaders are worried the con- 
flict in Gaza may spill over into vio- 
lence in Europe, with attacks report- 
ed against Jews and synagogues in 
France, Sweden and Britain. 

Assailants rammed a burning 
car into the gates of a synagogue 
in Toulouse, in southwest France, 
Monday night. 

A Jewish congregation in Hels- 
ingborg, in southern Sweden, was 
attacked Monday night by someone 
who “broke a window and threw in 
something that was burning,” said 
police spokesman Leif Nilsson. And 
on Sunday, slogans — including 
“Murderers ... You broke the cease- 
fire” — were daubed on Israel’s 
Embassy in Stockholm. 

In Denmark, a 27-year-old Dane 
born in Lebanon to Palestinian 
parents is alleged to have injured 
two young Israelis last week in a 
shooting that police suspect could 
be linked to the Gaza crisis.

DAMASCUS, SYRIA I France’s presi- 
dent sought Syrian help Tuesday to 
bring a cease-fire to the Gaza Strip, 
while Secretary of State Condo- 
leezza Rice headed to the United 
Nations for meetings with Arab 
and European leaders. 

The diplomacy drive showed 
little gains, though, as fighting in 
Gaza between the militant Pales- 
tinian group Hamas and Israeli 
forces raged for an 11th day. 

In the middle of a whirlwind 
Mideast tour, French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy urged his hosts

in Syria to pressure Hamas to help 
end the fighting. Syria, along with 
Iran, is a key backer of Hamas, and 
it hosts the exiled political leader- 
ship of the group and other radical 
Palestinian factions. 

“Syria must help us to convince 
Hamas to choose the voice of reason 


and peace,” Sarkozy said, adding that 
there can be no military solution. 

Syrian President Bashar Assad did 
not respond to Sarkozy’s call, instead 
slamming the Israeli offensive in Gaza 
as “aggression” that must end. 

Assad said he agreed with 
Sarkozy on the need for a quick 
resolution to the “humanitarian 
tragedy” and for a cease-fire. He 
made no mention of Hamas’ stop- 
ping rocket attacks on Israel. 

Meanwhile, Rice hoped to broker 
a “sustainable” cease-fire as soon as 
possible at the U.N. She planned to 
meet with Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas and attend a U.N. 
Security Council meeting on Gaza, 
State Department spokesman Sean

Gas Shortages Hit Europe 


In fight with Ukraine, 
Russia’s Gazprom cuts 
supplies to 12 nations 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA | The Russia- 
Ukraine natural gas dispute hit 
Europe with the force of a storm 
Tuesday, cutting or limiting supplies 
to at least a dozen nations. Tens of 
thousands of people were left without 
heat, and governments scrambled to 
find alternate energy sources. 

Shocked by how fast the short- 
ages were spreading, the European 
Union demanded a quick end to 
the quarrel — a sharp turnaround 
from their earlier stance, when offi- 
cials had downplayed the conflict 
between Moscow and Kiev as pri- 
marily a business matter. 

But by Tuesday evening, gauges 


on delivery pipelines to seven coun- 
tries pointed toward zero. 

The Ukrainian gas company 
Naftogaz said Russia’s gas giant 
Gazprom had sharply reduced its 
shipments to Europe through pipe- 
lines crossing Ukraine, triggering 
the cuts. Gazprom, in turn, accused 
Ukraine of shutting three of four 
transit pipelines. 

Russian Prime Minister Vladi- 
mir Putin ordered Gazprom to 
continue a 15 percent cut in daily 
shipments through Ukraine. He 
said Ukraine was stealing gas from 
Western consumers. 

Bulgaria, Greece, Macedonia, 
Romania, Croatia, Serbia and 
Turkey all reported a halt in gas 
shipments, while France, Germa- 
ny, Austria, Poland and Hungary 
reported substantial drops in sup-

plies from Russia. 

Balkan nations appeared to be 
the worst hit. In Bulgaria, which 
depends totally on Russian gas, the 
eastern cities of Varna and Dobrich 
were left without any gas due to 
the cutoff Authorities said 12,000 
Varna households were without 
central heating amid freezing tem- 
peratures. (AP) 


Experts Monitor Congo Ebola Cases 


KINSHASA, CONGO I Medical experts 
monitored a remote area in west- 
ern Congo hit by an outbreak of 
the Ebola virus Tuesday, trying to 
determine for certain whether the 
disease was spreading. 

Doctors Without Borders 
spokesman Francois Dumont said 
13 people had died in Western Kasai 
province of Ebola-like symptoms 


— including high fevers, vomiting 
and diarrhea. He said it was “highly 
suspected” that all 13 fatalities were 
caused by Ebola, but lab tests had 
not confirmed that yet. 

“For sure, we are in the middle of 
an Ebola outbreak,” Dumont said. 
“But we cannot scientifically confirm 
the deaths are due to Ebola yet.” 

A total of 42 patients are suspected 


to have been infected with the vims, 
Dumont said, up from a previous 
Health Ministry count of 35. 

Dumont said his agency was 
helping monitor 200 people who 
have been in contact with those 
infected. 

Last week, the World Health 
Organization said it had con- 
firmed two Ebola cases and said 
other diseases were likely involved.

Man adds spedal touch 
to van (jrogh painting

FREDERICKSBURG, VA. | Thom 
Armentrout stood outside his 
Sophia Street home talking to visi- 
tors one mild December day when 
a young couple on foot stopped and 
stared up at his front porch. 

“Can we take a picture?” they 
asked, pulling out a cell phone 
camera. 

By now, Armentrout is used to 
people stopping to gawk at his front 
porch ceiling. It’s been half a year 


since he painstakingly rendered a 
20 foot-by-6 foot version of Vincent 
van Gogh’s “The Starry Night” on 
the wooden surface. 

Armentrout has lived in the 
Fredericksburg home overlooking 
the Rappahannock River for 15 
years, and he’s long since renovat- 
ed the interior and built the back 
patio to his satisfaction. Finally, it 
was time to tackle the porch. 

“There’s something about the 
Impressionists, especially van Gogh,” 
he said. “Of course, you know, he was 
crazy — but this is beautiful.” 

Armentrout, 41, is a computer 
guy by day, working for a Dahlgren 


contractor. But he’s loved to paint 
as a hobby since his art classes at 
Spotsylvania High School, from 
which he graduated in 1985. 

To execute the front-porch 
“Starry Night,” he used a computer 
program to stretch the painting to 
the dimensions of the ceiling. Then 
he broke it down into smaller sec- 
tions, each replicating a portion of 
the original painting down to the 
minutest detail. 

“I thought it was going to be 
weird having people stop and 
talk to me,” he recalled. “It’s actu- 
ally more weird if they don’t.”

Fire in Va. 
Sends 15 
To Hospital 

Someone was banging on the door 
of his Rosslyn apartment, but Oscar 
Polanco’s father didn’t want to open 
it. Probably some drunk, he said. 

It was nearly dawn, Polanco, 22, 
replied. “We should see who it is.” 

When he opened the door about 
4:45 a.m. Tuesday, he was greeted by 
thick, acrid smoke billowing through 
the hallway. He slammed the door 
shut and ran to wake the rest of his 
family, still sleeping soundly. 

They grabbed what clothes 
they could and rushed outside. 
Polanco’s father didn’t have time to 
put shoes on. Outside, smoke and 
flames were shooting out of base- 
ment windows. 

Neighbors on the upper floors 
of the apartment building in the 
1500 block of Fairfax Drive were 
leaning out of windows, screaming 
for help. Then they started jump- 
ing, one after another. A few came 
crashing through trees. Within 
minutes, firefighters arrived and 
rescued 16 more. 

In all, 40 residents — many 
immigrants from Guatemala, El 
Salvador and Mexico — escaped the 
blaze in the pre-dawn cold. 

Fifteen were taken to area hospi- 
tals, said Arlington Chief Fire Mar- 
shall Benjamin Barksdale.

Experts: 

Analysts say it s only 
a matter of time until 
fuel costs soar again 

H 0 U STO N I All that money you’re sav- 
ing these days at the gas pump? You 
might want to put it in the bank. 

The same cheap oil that’s provid- 
ing relief to drivers and businesses 
in an awful economy is setting the 
stage for another price spike, per- 
haps as soon as next year, that will 
bring back painful memories of last 
summer’s $4-per-gallon gas. 

The oil industry is scaling back 
on exploration and production 
because some projects don’t make 
economic sense when energy prices 
are low. And crude is already harder 
to find because more nations that 
own oil companies are blocking out- 
side access to their oil fields. 

When the world emerges from 
the recession and starts to burn 
more fuel again, and higher demand 
meets lower supply, prices will 
almost certainly shoot higher. 

Some analysts say oil could even- 
tually eclipse $150 a barrel, maybe 
even on its way to $200. In such a 
scenario, gasoline would easily cost 
more than the record high of $4.11 
a gallon set last summer. Oil trades 
at about $50 today. 

No one knows for sure, but some 
analysts say the spike could happen 
as soon as next year. 

“I think those supply limits will 
come back to bite with a vengeance,”

said Sean Brodrick, an analyst at 
Weiss Research Inc. 

Oil giants like Exxon Mobil, 
Chevron and ConocoPhillips have 
yet to announce their 2009 capital 
spending plans, but analysts say 
even the cash-rich companies are 
likely to shelve some projects. 


Smaller oil producers could 
cut spending by 30 percent, said 
Oppenheimer & Co. analyst Fadel 
Gheit. The majority of U.S. crude 
and natural gas is supplied by 
smaller, independent companies, 
and smaller producers have been 
forced to pull back because of fro- 
zen credit markets. 

It adds up to another round of 
price shocks for consumers, said 
Bruce Vincent, president of Hous- 
ton-based Swift Energy Co. 

“Demand will start growing, 
supply will start coming down, and 
you’ll have that intersect again where 
prices will take off dramatically,”

Apple Cuts Price of Songs on iTunes 


Record companies 
will choose download 
prices for their tracks 

SAN FRANCISCO I Apple Inc. is cut- 
ting the price of some songs in its 
market-leading iTunes online store 
to as little as 69 cents and plans to 
make every track available without 
copy protection. 

In Apple’s final appearance at the 
Macworld trade show, Apple’s top 
marketing executive, Philip Schil- 
ler, said Tuesday that iTunes song 
prices will come in three tiers: 69 


cents, 99 cents and $1.29. Record 
companies will choose the prices, 
which marks a sig- 
nificant change, 
since Apple previ- 
ously sold all songs 



for 99 cents. 

Apple gave the 
record labels that 
flexibility on pric- 
ing as it got them 
to agree to sell all 
songs free of “digi- 
tal rights management,” or DRM, 
technology that limits people’s abil- 
ity to copy songs or move them to

multiple computers. Apple had been 
offering a limited selection of songs 
without DRM, but by the end of 
this quarter, the company said, all

an oblique one at that, as record 
labels have been asking for years 
to set varying song prices. Rather 
than an inexpensive new Mac for 
budget- conscious buyers, Schiller 
unveiled a $2,800 Macbook Pro 
laptop with a 17-inch screen and 
sleek aluminum casing, (ap)

Bradford Out to Reverse OU Curse 



Heisman winner tries 
to avoid failures of past 
Sooners quarterbacks 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL | Sam Bradford 
is well aware of the problems Heis- 
man Trophy winners have had in 
the postseason. The same goes for 
Oklahoma quarterbacks. 

He just happens to be both. 

“You don’t need to think about 
negative things,” he said. “I think 
I’m just going to prepare like a nor- 
mal game.” 

Some of the most prolific quarter- 
backs in the Sooners’ storied history 
have fallen flat on college football’s 
biggest stage in the past few years, 
resulting in a streak of four straight 
BCS losses for Oklahoma. 

It’s a pattern that has stained 
the “Big Game Bob” reputation that 
coach Bob Stoops earned as he led 
Oklahoma to the 2000 national title, 
and it’ll be up to reigning Heisman 
winner Bradford to stop it when the 
second-ranked Sooners (12-1) face 
No. 1 Florida (12-1) in the BCS cham- 
pionship game Thursday night. 

Bradford became the latest quar- 
terback to fall victim to Oklahoma’s 
postseason woes last year in a 48-28 
loss to West Virginia. And, really, 
his performance — 21-for-33 for 242 
yards and two touchdowns — looks 


pretty solid compared to the Soon- 
ers’ three prior BCS games. 

It all started with Jason White’s 
meltdown after he won the Heisman 
Trophy in 2003. White completed 
only 13 of 37 passes for 102 yards 
with two interceptions against LSU 
in the Sugar Bowl. He followed that 
up with a three-interception outing 
against Southern Cal in the Orange 


Bowl the following year, and Paul 
Thompson matched White’s three 
picks in the 2007 Fiesta Bowl loss 
to Boise State. 

So, naturally, the pressure is 
on Bradford to break through and 
outperform 2007 Heisman win- 


ner Tim Tebow, who just happens 
to be on the other sideline for Flor- 
ida. Right? “It’s not going to come 
down to one player and who plays 
better,” Bradford said. “It’s going to 
come down to who plays better as 
a team.” jeff latzke (ap)

Baltimore encounters 
same scenario that led 
to Super Bowl victory 

RAVENS I The Baltimore Ravens 
opened the playoffs just as they did 
the last time they won in the post- 
season: with a road victory against 
the Miami Dolphins. 

For an encore, the Ravens will 
seek to replicate another past play- 
off feat that ranks as one of their 


most memorable postseason per- 
formances. 

Baltimore’s 27-9 win over the 
Dolphins on Sunday set up a sec- 
ond-round matchup on the road 
against the top-seeded Tennessee 
Titans this Saturday. Placed in an 
identical scenario during the 2000 
playoffs, the Ravens pulled off a 
24-10 upset to earn a berth in the 
AFC championship.

So, when asked Monday whether 
Baltimore could draw upon history 
to pull off another shocker as a wild- 
card team, coach John Harbaugh 


said, “I don’t think so.” 

That doesn’t mean Lewis, Sto- 
ver and defensive coordinator Rex 
Ryan won’t share their memories of 
that trip to Tennessee in the locker 
room this week.

British and it was raining — piddled 
down your back. 

These days, using the power of 
computer-assisted design to save 
time and tooling costs, automakers 
can knock out interesting, low-vol- 
ume variants that blur these neat- 
and-tidy categories. A prime exam- 
ple is the exquisite Mercedes-Benz 
CLS, a rather more intimate four- 
door “coupe” based on the dread- 
nought S-class sedan. BMW calls 
its four- door X6 a “sport-activity 
coupe,” although to me it looks like 
a lightly crushed X5. And now, out 
of the same high- German hymnal 
of amortized engineering, comes 
Volkswagen’s new Passat CC. 

Based on the “classic” Passat, the 
CC is, according to VW, a four-door 
coupe on the grounds that it has a 
racier roof line than the standard Pas- 
sat. The Passat, for its many virtues, 
isn’t what you’d call a looker.

DESTINATIONS I We figured the 
driver taking us to a New York air- 
port didn’t know much about our 
destination when we said we were 
going to Iceland and he asked us 
to spell it. 

“Oh,” he said, “the bankrupt 
country.” 

Yes, the bankrupt country. Our 
plans to visit Iceland in December 
predated the onset of the nation’s

most crippling economic problems. 
They didn’t deter us, since we fig- 
ured Iceland’s beauty wasn’t going 
anywhere. We booked rooms two 
months in advance as Iceland’s cur- 
rency, the krona, was collapsing. Had 
we waited, the rooms would have 
been about $20 cheaper per night. 

We made it up in one of Reykja- 
vik’s finest restaurants, the Seafood 
Cellar. The meal had waves of dishes 
that included moose carpaccio, tiny 
Icelandic lobster tails, char and lamb 
— all for about $100 per person. 

Iceland had 48,999 tourists 
from North America from January 


through November this year, down 
13 percent from 2007. But tourism 
began going up this fall, said Einar 
Gustavsson of the Icelandic Tourist 
Board. One U.S. dollar was worth 
more than 120 Icelandic krona at the 
end of 2008 — double what a dollar 
was worth in Iceland in 2007. 

We visited the Blue Lagoon geo- 
thermal pool outside of Reykjavik. It 
was an experience not to miss, swim- 
ming outdoors in warm, soothing 
water as snow pelted our faces. 

We also found out that the cap- 
ital’s reputation for lively nightlife 
is no myth. Fun until 4 or 5 a.m. is 
routine on the weekends. 

Even though the name Ice- 
land sends shivers, Reykjavik 
has an intoxicating beauty — just 
like its nightlife, david bauder (ap)

Grammy nominees 
get prestige — and 
more album sales 

ADVANTAGE I Many artists dream 
of “packing out stadiums or selling 
a bazillion records,” says Antonio 
“L.A.” Reid, chairman of Island Def 
Jam Music Group. But to Reid, there’s 
a more important achievement. “I 
still hold the Grammys as the high- 
est honor an artist can win.” 

This year, Coldplay, Lil Wayne, 
Ne-Yo, Robert Plant & Alison 
Krauss and Radiohead \vill vie for 
the album of the year on Feb. 8 at 
the 51st annual Grammy A\vards. 
The event will be broadcast live 
on CBS from the Staples Center in 
Los Angeles. 

As in years past, Grammy nomi- 
nations can help boost artist aware- 
ness and album sales. Last year, in 
the days following his nomination 
for album of the year, Herbie Han- 
cock’s Joni Mitchell tribute “River: 
The Joni Letters” experienced an 
80 percent sales increase. 

Similarly, in the week follow- 
ing Plant & Krauss’ nomination 
for “Raising Sand,” the Rounder 
release — which garnered nods 
in four other categories — had an 
88 percent boost in sales. The duo’s 
collaborative album has now sold 
1.1 million copies in the United

States. 

Nick Gatfield, EMI Music presi- 
dent of artists and repertoire, says 
Coldplay ’s nod for “Viva La Vida or 
Death and All His Friends” could 
help expose additional material on 
the album. Its biggest-selling track, 
“Viva La Vida,” has sold 2.7 million 
downloads. 

“Sometimes when you have a 
song that big, it’s very hard for the 
other material to push on through,” 
Gatfield says. “This will give an 
opportunity to get more in-depth 
into the album. 

Coldplay ’s set debuted at No. 1 
on the Billboard 200 and was the 
second-best seller of 2008, behind 
Lil Wayne’s “Tha Carter III,” with 
2.1 million copies. With seven nomi- 
nations, Coldplay is also up for album 
of the year and best rock album. 

Then there’s Lil Wayne, who 
leads the field with eight nomina- 
tions stemming from “Tha Carter 
III,” which is at 2.8 million to date. 
The set sold slightly more than 
1 million units in its first week of 
release last June. 

“Not too many people get a 
chance to do it like that,” Cash 
Money president/CEO Ronald 
“Slim” Williams says. “I always said 
that we would do [a] million-plus 
records, and people would look at

CW’s 13: Fear Is Real’ 
uses chilling tactics 
to isolate a winner 

TV I The CW, known for its stable 
full of prissy fashionista reality pro- 
gramming, is looking to broaden its 
brand with primal fear. 

The network’s latest reality show 
is called “13: Fear Is Real,” which 
premieres tonight. The show, cre- 
ated by Sam Raimi (the “Spider- 
Man” and “Evil Dead” film series), 
pits 13 contestants against one 
another in a series of challenges 
inspired by frightening situations 
from horror movies. 

Filmed over four weeks in the 


summer and set in the eerie land- 
scape of Louisiana bayou country, 
contestants face their deepest fears 
(the dark, abandonment, being bur- 
ied alive) and even work in cahoots 
with the show’s resident terror mas- 
termind. Each week, one ill-fated 
victim will be “killed off’ until the 
lone survivor wins the grand prize 
of — fittingly — $66,666. 

Initially titled “House of Hor- 
rors,” the show’s format was 
changed from its original concept, 
which had contestants cooped up 
in a house. But that scheme limit- 
ed many potentially fear-inducing 
scenarios, said Jay Bienstock, the 
show’s executive producer. 

“There’s more chance to scare

people when they are constantly on 
the move and off balance,” he said. 
“If you’re in one place for too long, 
the anxiety decreases.” 

That’s when box-office favorites 
came in handy. 

“I binged on scary movies for 
ideas,” Bienstock said. “ ‘The Ring,’ 
‘Blair Witch,’ ‘Cloverfield’ ... the 
types of movies that didn’t rely on 
gore and blood but on simple ways 
of scaring people.” 

“Fear is very subjective,” Bien- 
stock said. “It’s like comedy. How 
do you make a show that will, hope- 
fully, frighten an audience watch- 
ing it on TV? It’s so much easier in a 
movie theater: it’s dark, there’s a big 
screen. There are more distractions 
when you watch a show — the phone 
rings, you’re making dinner. ... Every 
now and then, we hope, a viewer will 
just jump out of their chair.” yvonne

Here, But Forgotten 


These days, the work 
of longtime artists 
is often overlooked 

GOODIES I “Why don’t you come 
back, baby? Why don’t you go 
away?,” Elvis Costello sings in the 
duet “Go Away” with indie rock 
favorite Jenny Lewis on his recent 
CD, “Momofuku.” 

Rock ’n’ roll is filled with mixed 
messages, as someone such as Juli- 
ana Hatfield can attest to. Her disc 
“When I Grow Up” is a career high- 
light. Twenty years of experience, 
honing her skill at crafting pop 
rockers, paid dividends with these 
smart, tuneful tales. 

Chances are you never heard it 


or even heard of it. She, like Costel- 
lo and other veterans, put out solid 
work in 2008 with little fanfare or 
commercial success. 

Hatfield should have released it 
under the name Fleet Foxes. Then, 
thanks to rock’s fascination with 
what’s new, she’d be hailed on crit- 
ics’ top 10 lists. She’d make all the 
magazines, just like during her brief 
period of fame in the 1990s, when 
her music wasn’t as good. 

Now, no disrespect to Fleet 
Foxes. “White Winter Hymnal” is 
gorgeous. But they get the atten- 
tion because they’re not one of | 
rock’s in-between acts, the artists < 
who don’t come back because they | 
don’t go away. They keep work- i 
ing at their craft and don’t give up

because some tastemakers deem 
them old hat. They don’t become 
oldies acts. Here’s to some artists 
whose work should not be over- 
looked because, as in Hatfield’s 
case, she’s 41 instead of 21. 

James McMurtry got a burst of 
attention two decades ago when 
he was “discovered” by John Mel- 
lencamp. He’s kept improving, 
too, while most of the world didn’t 
notice. His dry-as-west-Texas wit, 
keen observations and sharp politi- 
cal commentary are all evident in 
the “Just Us Kids” disc. 

Talking Heads fans who have lost 
track of David Byrne’s solo career 
should seek out his new collaboration 
with Brian Eno, “Everything That 
Happens Will Happen Today.” It’s 
his best sustained work since “Speak- 
ing in Tongues.” Byrne and Eno were 
once world music pioneers, and here 
they’re more conventional in their 
songcraft. Don’t mistake that for a 
lack of ideas; this disc sounds playful

Kittengarten classes 
teach cat owners how 
to raise their felines 

For the kittens dashing and tum- 
bling around the room, the Wash- 
ington Humane Society’s first 
Kittengarten class is all about the 
playtime. 

But for the humans and the shel- 
ter, there’s a bigger goal: making sure 
that cats are healthy and happy in 
their adoptive homes — and that 
they stay there. 

Kittengarten is just what it 
sounds like: a class for kittens and 


their owners. Along with kitten 
socialization and grooming, the 
four-week class covers basic health 
and behavior facts, including nutri- 
tion. While dog owners have long 
taken their charges for training, cat 
owners don’t always know that they 
and their pets could use some guid- 
ance, too, organizers say. 

Even those knowledgeable about 
cats can really benefit from some 
hands-on practice, as when train- 
er Hanna Lentz demonstrates the 
most important grooming basic 
for a pet with needle-sharp claws: 
the nail trim. 

Lentz crouches on the ground, 
holding a kitten with its back to her, 
and touches its shoulders. “A cat’s 
natural instinct when you touch 
them up here is to back up,” she

explains, “so they have nowhere else 
to go.” Next, she clips a nail. “Do that: 
one nail, treat, relax in between,” she 
says. “Taking it slow can really make 
a huge difference.” 

The students, sitting at the table 
with piles of treats in front of them, 
attempt to follow her example on the 
squirming, reluctant little felines. 

“They’re not born liking to get 
their nails trimmed,” Lentz observes. 
“It’s so important to start when 
they’re kittens.” 

While kitten kindergarten is new 
in Washington, the idea has been 
around for a while. Elise Gouge of 
the Houston SPCA, which has been 
offering a course since early 2007, 
says she wishes she could get every- 
one to take it. 

“Cats don’t raise themselves,” she 
says. “They don’t instantly love peo- 
ple; they don’t know not to scratch 
the furniture.” 

The first kitten kindergarten

is generally acknowledged to have 
been the idea of Kersti Seksel, a 
veterinary behaviorist in Austra- 
lia. Cat behavior consultant and 
veterinarian Ilona Rodan brought 
the idea to this country in 2004 
and held classes at her cat practice 


in Madison, Wis., for a while; she’s 
now working on a CD that pres- 
ents the information for cat own- 
ers who don’t have the opportunity 
to take a class. 

Beyond the basics of cat care 
and behavior, people also need to 
know how to play with their pets 
and provide a mentally enriching 
environment. 

“As a feline specialist, I see peo-

pie who are crazy about their cats. 
This cat means everything to them, 
but do they do the right thing for 
them?” says Rodan. “They don’t, 
because they don’t understand 
them.” 

Rodan is enthusiastic about 
the idea of holding these classes in 
shelters. Often, those adopting cats 
don’t think that cats need regular 
preventative health care, she says. 
The class is a place to make that 
connection. 

For the shelters, these classes 
are a way to keep cats in homes, 
by helping people to understand 
they can often deal with behavioral 
issues rather than returning a cat 
to the shelter. 

“People underestimate how will- 
ing a cat will be to work with you,” 
says Gouge. “They’re not motivated 
by just our love. You’ll have to do a lit- 
tle better than that — maybe a little 
cheese or a little piece of shrimp.” 

Gouge says that training and 
education can help people keep their 
cats by solving specific problems, 
but there’s more to it than that: peo- 
ple’s working with their pets helps 
them create a bond that results in 
more of a commitment. 

“We’ll teach them how to sit and 
how to give paw,” she says. “I’ve 
had cases with people who were 
thinking of surrendering their cat. 
We taught them some of that stuff 
and it’s saved the relationship.”
